First day of trial of Norway 
gunman Breivik ends 


Hard Rock Hotel & Casino Aruba 


OSLO (AFP) - Prosecutors 
confronted a defiant Anders 
Behring Breivik with harrow¬ 
ing recordings of his slaughter 
of 77 people in Norway last 
July as he went on trial Mon¬ 
day for the world's deadliest 
solo shooting spree. 

The trial in Oslo was told 
that Breivik was responsible 
for the bloodiest chapter in 
modern-day Norway as prose¬ 
cutors detailed how he killed 
each of his victims. 

But while Breivik showed 
no emotion at the evidence of 
his killings, his eyes welled up 


as the court viewed a 12- 
minute anti-Islam film sum¬ 
marising his manifesto which 
he posted online the day of the 
carnage. 

"I acknowledge the acts, 
but not criminal guilt, and I 
claim legitimate defence," the 
3 3-year-old, who is accused of 
"acts of terror," told the court 
at the start of his trial. 

Breivik, dressed in a dark 
suit and gold-coloured tie, told 
the judges he did not "recog¬ 
nise the Norwegian court." 
They then recorded a not guilty 
plea. 


Minister of Tourism, Transport 
& Labor, Otmar Oduber, an¬ 
nounced that his ministry con¬ 
siders a contract with South¬ 
west Inc to construct and ma¬ 
nage a 310-room 4-star Hard 
Rock Hotel & Casino at the 
site of the former Bushiri 
Beach Resort will be finalized 
and signed very shortly. 

A call went out in October 
for submission of project 
plans, and though nine interna¬ 
tional concerns initially 
showed interest, it was South¬ 
west and Global, the hospita¬ 
lity concern with the Starwood 
and Sheraton brand resorts, 
which showed serious intent 
by meeting the requirement of 
a $2 million dollar submission 
fee with their proposals. 

A commission was formed 
with personnel from the Cen¬ 
tral Bank of Aruba and Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce to study the 
agreements and negotiate with 
the companies during the se¬ 


lection process. 

Presently, the agreement is 
pending the demonstration that 
Southwest has the 40% guar¬ 
anteed equity on the $120 mil¬ 
lion project, before finaliza¬ 
tion. Renderings of the project 
show a spectacular resort 
which will be built from the 
ground up after the removal of 
the old Bushiri buildings; it 


will occupy the present 
grounds, without impinging on 
the pubic beach adjacent. 

The planned resort will 
have sections ranging from 5 
floors to 7; there will be adult, 
teen and kids’ entertainment 
areas and several pools, one 
with a waterslide.

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Productive meeting with Minister and 
members of Aruba Diamond Taxi 
Services 


Fraud investigator Jose Camacho: 
“Skimming and harvesting 
practices on the rise during 
tourist high season” 


ORANJESTAD - Recently, 
Minister of Tourism, Trans¬ 
port & Labor held a very pro¬ 
ductive meeting with Aruba 
Diamond Taxi Services to dis¬ 
cuss different matters related 
to the services of taxi trans¬ 
portation on the island. 

One of the topics discussed 
was the new management 
policies of DOPV, among oth¬ 
ers, the “3 strikes and you’re 
out” policy. 

In this meeting, the govern¬ 
ment reiterated that they are 
maintaining the moratorium to 
400 taxis on the island. Until 
it can be proven that there is 
indeed and in fact the need for 
more taxis, the moratorium of 
400 will be maintained and 
they will not issue any more 
taxi permits. 

One matter of importance 
for the Minister was the matter 
of the health certification for 
taxi chauffeurs which in the 
past was done by family 
physicians. In certain cases the 
complete medical examination 
was not being done which was 
putting passengers and the 
general public in danger. The 


policy now is that all taxi 
chauffeurs are required to be 
submitted to a rigorous physi¬ 
cal exam through SVB. 

The government agreed 
that while there will not be 
uniformity with respect to the 
color of the taxi cabs, there 
must be uniformity in the “taxi 
signs” on each vehicle. Each 
cab must have the same size 
sign, same color sign affixed 
in the same manner indicating 
that that vehicle is a taxi cab. 

With respect to the rates 
charged this too have to be or¬ 
ganized to ensure that every 
taxi charges the exact same 
rates. The structure of the rates 
will be more transparent with 
rates increasing with a flat 
rate. 

There is a commission 
working on the changes in the 
law regarding the import duty 
on taxi cabs. The intention is 
to reduce this from 4 years to 
3 years. As of the 1st of June 
2012 the government will im¬ 
plement, in part, a new proto¬ 
col in anticipation of the 
changes in the law. 

They will also be introduc¬ 


ing a dispatcher at the Aruba 
Airport Authority and at the 
Aruba Ports Authority to help 
regulate the taxi services and 
to make this more organized. 
The Minister also reminded 
the taxi chauffeurs that they 
could receive reduction in the 
levy on number plates for their 
cabs, but that the petition for 
this must be directed in writ¬ 
ing to the Minister of Finance. 

The Minister encouraged 
all taxi chauffeurs to enroll in 
the Aruba Certification Pro¬ 
gram. This is because their 
role as taxi drivers is a very 
important one in the Aruba 
tourism product. He also en¬ 
couraged the taxi operators to 
support the Carubbian Festi¬ 
val which is very beneficial 
for the progress of San Nico- 
laas in particular and for 
Aruba’s tourism in general. 

All in all it appears that our 
taxi chauffeurs are pleased 
with the way tourism is going 
on Aruba and that they are 
happy to continue doing their 
part to make Aruba the best 
destination to visit. 


The Caribbean islands, as any 
other tourist destination in the 
world, are particularly vulner¬ 
able to criminal organizations 
seeking to carry out fraudulent 
activities, during the tourist 
high season. As the number of 
daily visitors increases on the 
islands, and many use credit 
cards and US Dollars as meth¬ 
ods of payment, opportunities 
arise for fraudsters, seeking 
ideal conditions for their oper¬ 
ations. 

In addition to the large 
number of potential victims, 
merchants tend to have tempo¬ 
rary employees working, to 
fulfill the additional commerce 
generated. These workers 
might not be as vigilant or as¬ 
tute in watching for strange oc¬ 
currences, such as ATM’s 
being tampered with. “These 
are exactly the kind of weak¬ 
nesses that fraudsters take into 
consideration prior to their en¬ 
deavor.” Says Jose Camacho, 
who for 25 years has led the in¬ 
vestigation of mayor cases 
concerning payment frauds

worldwide for respected enti¬ 
ties like American Express, the 
US Federal Court, the FBI and 
the US Secret Service. 

Camacho states that the 
problem of payment fraud and 
currency counterfeit is large 
and growing, as outcomes re¬ 
main extremely profitable and 
most countries’ laws don’t per¬ 
mit severe punishment on indi¬ 
viduals committing economic 
crimes.

“Typically a fraudster would 
receive a lesser sentence of 
confinement, than a criminal 
who uses violence when rob¬ 
bing a merchant.” 

Exact numbers of the 
Caribbean region remain un¬ 
known, as many business en¬ 
tities prefer not to share their 
experiences with the public. 
One indicator of how the 
problem affects our geo¬ 
graphical area is the fact that 
many countries choose to re¬ 
design their currency fre¬ 
quently, even at a costly 
price. 

Today’s environment is 
threatened by criminal organ¬ 
izations that travel the globe, 


carrying out their fraudulent 
acts in a very organized man¬ 
ner. The level of expertise can 
differ, however it is not un¬ 
common for these groups of 
individuals to be technologi¬ 
cally savvy, and have in¬ 
vested time, effort and money 
in appropriating their knowl¬ 
edge and equipment through 
local vendors and the inter¬ 
net. “Thus, it is a wide open 
enterprise and banks, card 
companies and private is¬ 
suers are addressing different 
fraud deterrent measures con¬ 
stantly.” According to Cama¬ 
cho, who will be the main 
speaker at the “Mind Your 
Eye” international confer¬ 


ence on currency counterfeit 
and credit card fraud in Aruba 
this June. 

Skimming and harvesting 
practices are particularly 
common in bars, clubs, 
restaurants and gas stations. 
However banks in South 
America are also very famil¬ 
iar with frauds at ATM-ma- 
chines, involving card 
scanning devices, miniature 
cameras, ghost keypads and 
in some cases the hacking of 
ATM-software. The most 
costly type of fraud continues 
to be credit card fraud, which 
affects millions of people 
every year, www.mindyour- 
eye-aruba.com. 



There will be an area for all day 
dining, which will seat 500, an¬ 
other for fine dining and a spe¬ 
cialty bar/restaurant, each to 
accommodate 120 patrons.

Spain vows ’forceful’ response 
to Argentine oil move 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain de¬ 
nounced the ’’hostile” deci¬ 
sion by Argentina to 
nationalise Spanish-owned 
oil company YPF, a sub¬ 
sidiary of Repsol, and warned 
Monday that it would take 
’’clear and forceful measures” 
in response. 

Argentina’s decision had 
’’broken the climate of friend¬ 
ship” between the two coun¬ 
tries, Foreign Minister Jose 
Manuel Garcia Margallo told 
journalists, speaking after a 
crisis cabinet meeting called 
by Prime Minister Mariano 
Rajoy. 

The government strongly 
’’condemns... the decision to 
expropriate” a controlling 
stake in the Repsol sub¬ 
sidiary, he added. 

”It’s a hostile decision 
against Repsol, thus against a 
Spanish business, and thus 
against Spain,” said Industry 
Minister Jose Manuel Soria, 
speaking at the same news 
conference. 


’’The government is an¬ 
nouncing that it will take all 
the measures it considers ap¬ 
propriate to defend the legiti¬ 
mate interests of Repsol and 
of all Spanish businesses 
abroad,” he added. 

Argentina said Monday it 
would expropriate the coun¬ 
try’s biggest oil company, 
YPF, controlled by Repsol, 
allocating a 51-percent stake 
to the state and to Argentina’s 
oil-producing provinces. 

Argentine authorities ac¬ 
cuse Repsol YPF of failing to 
meet commitments linked to 
oil-drilling in the country. 

Kirchner has pressured the 
oil companies operating in 
Argentina to increase produc¬ 
tion, after the country’s bill 
for oil imports shot up 110 
percent last year to $9.4 bil¬ 
lion. 

Spain and the European 
Union last week warned that 
Argentina would damage re¬ 
lations with them if it went 
ahead and nationalised YPF. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pre¬ 
sumptive Republican nomi¬ 
nee Mitt Romney had a few 
choice words to President 
Barack Obama on Monday as 
the two gear up for a monu¬ 
mental elections battle: ’’start 
packing.” 

Obama leads in the polls 
in a prospective head-to-head 
November matchup with 
Romney, but the challenger is 
putting the incumbent on no¬ 
tice that he feels the upcom¬ 
ing White House battle is 
very winnable. 

When asked in an inter¬ 
view with ABC News anchor 
Diane Sawyer if there was 
anything he wished to say to 
Obama, Romney said with a 
chuckle, ’’Well, start packing. 

’’Obviously we have a 
very different view. The pres¬ 
ident, I’m sure, wants another 
four years, but the first years 
didn't go so well,” Romney 
said, citing anemic job 
growth, a slow emergence 
from recession and moun¬ 
tains of debt. 

"He has guided America 
in the wrong direction, and 
it's time for us to return to the 
principles of freedom and op¬ 
portunity that got this nation 
where it is today.”

Agence France-Presse won its first Pulitzer Prize on Monday as Afghan photographer Mas- 
soud Hossaini scooped up the honor in breaking news photography. Hossaini, 30, was awarded 
a Pulitzer, the most prestigious US journalism prize, for his "heartbreaking image of a girl 
crying in fear after a suicide bomber’s attack at a crowded shrine in Kabul," the Pulitzer 
committee said. Hossaini’s picture of an Afghan girl standing among a pile of dead bodies 
captured the devastation in the immediate aftermath of the attack on a Shiite shrine. (AFP)

Romney described Rubio 
as "one of the terrific leaders” 
of the Republican Party but 
stopped short of saying 
whether he’s a leading con¬ 
tender. 


Las Vegas poker game set 
for record payout 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
Las Vegas poker game will 
deliver a record payout of 
over $12 million to the win¬ 
ner, and make at least $3.3 
million to help charity water 
projects worldwide, organiz¬ 
ers say. 

Over 30 participants, in¬ 
cluding a number of Asian 
businessmen, have already 
signed up to pay the $1 mil¬ 
lion fee just to take part in the 
competition in aid of One 
Drop, which backs water 
projects in parched areas 
around the world. 

A contribution of $111,111 
from each entry fee to the 
"Big One for One Drop” 
event at the 2012 World Se¬ 
ries of Poker will go to the 
Canadian charity, said its 
boss and Cirque du Soleil 
founder Guy Laliberte. 

The game takes place 
from July 1-3 in Las Vegas.

UN toughens North 
Korea sanctions 
over rocket launch 


Iran wants sanctions eased, 
hints on enrichment 


UNITED NATIONS(AFP) - 
The UN Security Council on 
Monday tightened sanctions 
against North Korea over its 
failed rocket launch and 
warned of new action if the 
isolated state stages a new nu¬ 
clear test. 

The 15-member council — 
including the North's closest 
ally China and nuclear-armed 
Pakistan — unanimously 
agreed a statement strongly 
condemning the launch on Fri¬ 
day which it said had caused 
"grave security concerns" in 
Asia. 

The council ordered new 
"entities and items" to be 
added within two weeks to the 
sanctions committee list cre¬ 
ated after North Korea staged 
nuclear tests in 2006 and 2009. 

It also ordered the sanctions 
committee to revise the indi¬ 
viduals and North Korean 
firms subject to asset freezes 
under the international meas¬ 
ures. 

North Korea's UN mission 
made no immediate comment 
on the Security Council action. 

US ambassador Susan 
Rice, the council president for 
April, said the sanctions com¬ 
mittee would draw up a list of 
new "proliferation sensitive 
technology" to be banned for 
transfer to and from North 
Korea." 

The United States would 
propose a "robust package of 
new designations" to the com¬ 
mittee, Rice told reporters. 
This would include the names 
of companies linked to North 
Korea's ballistic missile and 
nuclear programs. 

The council said the launch 
of the rocket, which disinte¬ 
grated over the Yellow Sea 
shortly after blast off, was a 
"serious violation" of UN res¬ 


olutions 1718 and 1874. The 
Security Council "strongly 
condemned" the act. 

North Korea said its rocket 
launch was to put a weather 
satellite into orbit, but the 
United States and its allies said 
it was an attempt to test a mis¬ 
sile launcher. 

The council demanded that 
North Korea hold back from 
new launches "using ballistic 
missile technology," suspend 
"all activities related to its bal¬ 
listic missile program" and 
keep to its promised "morato¬ 
rium on missile launches." 

South Korea has said it is 
monitoring evidence that the 
North is preparing a new nu¬ 
clear test. 

Rice said any nuclear test 
would be "met with determi¬ 
nation". 

Diplomats from several na¬ 
tions highlighted the unanim¬ 
ity of the Council's message 
and speed with which it was 
agreed. 

Diplomats also stressed 
Pakistan and India's current 
presence on the Security 
Council. Pakistan is sensitive 
because of its own nuclear 
bomb, while its nuclear scien¬ 
tist Abdul Qadeer Khan sold 
nuclear secrets to North 
Korea. 

China has publicly urged 
restraint over North Korea's 
missile launch and called for 
world powers to work to re¬ 
open long stalled talks on the 
North's nuclear weapons — 
which involve the two Koreas, 
the United States, Japan, Rus¬ 
sia and China. 

The statement made no 
mention of the six-nation 
talks, however. 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Iran on 
Monday called on the West to 
look to lifting its sanctions if it 
wants to quickly resolve the 
showdown over Tehran's dis¬ 
puted nuclear activities, and 
hinted it could make conces¬ 
sions on uranium enrichment 
in return. 

Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Salehi outlined that message in 
an interview with the news 
agency ISNA following mile¬ 
stone talks at the weekend in 
Istanbul between Iran and 
world powers. 

Those talks, described by 


Washington (AFP) - The sex 
scandal that has embroiled at 
least 11 Secret Service agents 
protecting President Barack 
Obama at a regional summit 
created a potentially devastat¬ 
ing security breach, a top US 
lawmaker said Monday.

But Representative Darrell 
Issa said that the real concern 
is that the agents' indiscretions 
put US national security at 
risk. 

"You had drinking and you 
had activity that clearly com¬ 
promised the ring of security, 
at least some, because you 
now had people inside secure 
areas, people who could have 
come in with all kinds of mi¬ 
crophones or, in fact, could 
have done something, or later 
on could have blackmailed," 
he told CBS television on 
Monday.

"If the West wants to build 
trust, it should begin with 
sanctions, because it can help 
speed up the talks reaching a 
solution," Salehi was quoted 
as saying.

Issa added: "Whether

high clearances and who ulti¬ 
mately are counted on for the 
safety and security of our most 
important packages now or in 
the future." 

President Barack Obama 
said on Sunday he expected a 
"rigorous" probe and warned 
he would be "angry" if the 
claims were proven true. 


Iran's nuclear programme, he 
said. 

The foreign minister ap¬ 
peared to suggest that the level 
of enrichment could be up for 
discussion. 

While Iran's negotiators 
will take the position in Bagh¬ 
dad that producing 20 percent 
enriched uranium "is our 
right," Salehi said, if the world 
powers "guarantee they will 
provide us with fuel of various 
purities, it will change the per¬ 
spective." 

Under those conditions, 
Salehi added, "we can engage 
in the talks and negotiate on 
how to obtain uranium with 
different purity." 

In a separate interview with 
state satellite channel Jam-e 
Jam, Salehi noted that "enrich¬ 
ment covers a wide range, 
from natural uranium to 100 
percent enrichment, so one can 
talk within this spectrum." 

Iran currently enriches ura¬ 
nium to 3.5 percent and to 20 
percent. The former it says is 
to power its Bushehr nuclear 
electricity plant and the latter 
it says is to generate medical 
isotopes in its Tehran research 
reactor. 

Uranium has to be enriched 
to 90 percent or above for use 
in an atomic bomb. 

Meanwhile The United 
States has ruled out Iran's call 
for a lifting of sanctions, say¬ 
ing that the Islamic republic 
must first address concerns 
over its nuclear program in 
"concrete" ways.

'John of God': the Brazil medium 
said to cure thousands

Canada study calls 
for regulating salt In 
fast foods

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
amount of salt on the menus of 
the six biggest fast food com¬ 
panies varies greatly from na¬ 
tion to nation, according to a 
study Monday that calls for 
regulations to curb sodium in¬ 
take. 

Researchers in Australia, 
Britain, Canada, France, New 
Zealand and the United States 
looked at the salt content of 
2,124 food items sold by 
Burger King (known as Hun¬ 
gry Jack's in Australia), 
Domino's Pizza, Kentucky 
Fried Chicken, McDonald's, 
Pizza Hut and Subway. 

These included popular 
items such burgers, chicken 
nuggets, pizza, salad, sand¬ 
wiches and fries. 

Fast food in Canada and the 
United States contained much 
higher levels of sodium than in 
Britain and France, they found. 

In Canada, McDonald's 
Chicken McNuggets, for ex¬ 


ample, contained two and a 
half times the amount of 
sodium per serving than in 
Britain. 

Too much dietary salt has 
been linked to higher blood 
pressure and other adverse 
health effects. Other studies 
have shown cuts in salt intake 
can result in a significant re¬ 
duction in deaths. 

Several countries have 
started to curb salt intake, with 
the latest successes coming 
from voluntary salt reduction 
targets and labeling of foods. 

However, food companies 
often cite technical food pro¬ 
cessing issues as barriers to 
further reducing salt content, 
stating that new technology 
and processes are needed to 
make lower-salt products. 

The study shows this to be 
false and that decreasing salt in 
fast foods is in fact technically 
feasible, said Norman Camp¬ 
bell, lead author of the study 
published in the Canadian 
Medical Association Journal. 

"Salt reduction programs 
need to guide industry and 
oversee it with targets and 
timelines for foods, monitor¬ 
ing and evaluation, and 
stronger regulatory measures if 
the structured voluntary efforts 
are not effective," he con¬ 
cluded. 


ABADIANIA (AFP) - Every 
week using mainly his hands 
but also armed with scissors, a 
knife and scalpel, Joao Teixeira 
de Faria, a self-styled Brazilian 
medium and "psychic sur¬ 
geon," treats thousands of sick 
people who claim to be cured. 

Among those who have 
sought the services of the healer 
known as "John of God" has 
been none other than Luiz Ina- 
cio Lula da Silva, the popular 
Brazilian ex-president, now 
said to be in remission from lar¬ 
ynx cancer. 

Bom on June 24, 1942, 
"John of God" is an adept of 
spiritism, a religious doctrine 
based on the belief in the sur¬ 
vival of a spirit after death. 

Founded in the 19th century 
by Frenchman Allan Kardec, 
spiritism today is particularly 
popular in Brazil, where it has 
nearly three million followers. 

The healer's entourage said 
"John of God" paid several vis¬ 
its to the former president when 
he was being treated at a Sao 
Paulo hospital for a larynx can¬ 
cer. 

Lula however has refused to 
confirm or deny press reports 
that he met at least three times 
in Sao Paulo with the healer. 

American TV show hostess 
Oprah has also visited the town 
to film the crowds who gather 
around the healer. 

"John of God" says he com¬ 
municates with spirits when he 
goes into a trance. He diag¬ 
noses diseases, prescribes med¬ 
ication and conducts surgeries, 


either with his hands, or with 
kitchen knives, scalpels or scis¬ 
sors. 

"Since the age of eight, God 
has given me this energy. I 
don't heal. God heals," the spir¬ 
itual healer told AFP during a 
brief respite. 

He receives about 1,000 peo¬ 
ple a day, three times a week 
and more than half of them are 
foreigners. 

The ritual is always the 
same: the faith healer sits in a 
big armchair, his feet on a cush¬ 
ion. In front of him and in adja¬ 
cent rooms, several hundred 
followers and so-called medi¬ 
ums meditate to form an energy 
circle. 

One by one, the patients then 
parade before John of God who 
treats them, gives them instruc¬ 
tions or calls them to come back 
for a surgery or treatment, often 
in less than a minute. 

In one operation, performed 
without anesthetics, the 


medium opened up the eye of 
one patient and began scratch¬ 
ing it with a knife, according to 
Reinaldo Daher, an orthopedic 
doctor who witnessed the oper¬ 
ation. 

"You could hear the scraping. 
The patient did not flinch and he 
told him: 'You are healed, you 
can go,"' Daher told AFP. 

He fervently believes in the 
healer's powers. "I have to be¬ 
lieve because I have seen it," he 
said. 

But some, particularly in the 
medical establishment, are 
wondering whether "John of 
God" is a miracle man or a char¬ 
latan. 

We have a major dilemma in 
Brazil. The constitution guaran¬ 
tees freedom of faith, which 
makes it difficult to take any ac¬ 
tions against illegally practicing 
medicine or charlatanism," Em¬ 
manuel Fortes, audit director of 
the Brazilian Federal Council of 
Medicine, told AFP.

(AFP)- Apple said Monday it 
would start marketing its new 
iPad on Friday in South Korea

World Bank picks Korean- 
American Kim as 


president 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
World Bank chose Korean- 
American physician Jim 
Yong Kim as its next chief 
Monday in a decision that 
surprised few despite the 
first-ever challenge to the US 
lock on the Bank's presi¬ 
dency. 

The Bank's directors chose 
Kim, a 52-year-old US health 
expert and educator, over 
Nigerian Finance Minister 
Ngozi Okonjo-Iweala, who 
had argued that the huge de¬ 
velopment lender needs re¬ 
orientation under someone 
from the developing world. 

Kim, currently president 
of the Ivy League university 
Dartmouth College, will suc¬ 
ceed outgoing president 
Robert Zoellick, a former US 
diplomat who is departing in 
June at the end of his five- 
year term. 

The Bank's directors ex¬ 
pressed "deep appreciation" 
to Kim, Okonjo-Iweala and a 
third candidate, Colombian 
economist Jose Antonio 


Ocampo, who pulled out of 
the race Friday. 

"Their candidacies en¬ 
riched the discussion of the 
role of the president and of 
the World Bank Group's fu¬ 
ture direction," the Bank said 
in a statement. 

"The final nominees re¬ 
ceived support from different 
member countries, which re¬ 
flected the high caliber of the 
candidates." 

The US nomination of 
Kim, breaking the pattern of 
the 11 American bankers and 
diplomats who have come 
before him, had surprised 
many, as he was little known 
outside global health circles 
and has no background in de¬ 
velopment economics. 

But the South Korea-born, 
US-raised physician and an¬ 
thropologist, with degrees 
from Harvard University, has 
a strong record in developing 
programs to fight diseases 
like HIV/AIDS and tubercu¬ 
losis in poor countries. 

He said after being nomi¬

nated that he had the ability 
to work with economists and 
other specialists in running 
the Bank, which has a staff of 
9,000 and a loan portfolio 
that hit $258 billion in 2011, 
including $43 billion in new 
loans and grants. 

"I will come with an open 
mind and apply my medical 
and social-science training to 
take an evidence-based ap¬ 
proach," he said, before em¬ 
barking on a globe-spanning 
trip to convince other coun¬ 
tries to back him. 

"There's just no compari¬ 
son between him and any of 
the prior World Bank presi¬ 
dents," Mark Weisbrot of the 
Center for Economic and 
Policy Research in Washing¬ 
ton said Monday. 

"The others were political 
insiders; they spent most of 
their lives getting rich or be¬ 
coming politically powerful, 
or worse. Kim, by contrast, 
has spent most of his life try¬ 
ing to improve the lives of 
poor people." 

There had been little doubt 
about the Bank's choice of 
Kim. By a longstanding pact 
Washington has chosen the 
head of the World Bank while 
Europe has held control of 
who leads its sister institu¬ 
tion, the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund. 

On Friday Ocampo pulled 
out of the race, saying the de¬ 
cision would be made on pol¬ 
itics and not merit. 

Okonjo-Iweala said the 
same earlier Monday. 

Even so, after earlier 
promising the Bank's direc¬ 
tors would decide by "con¬ 
sensus," there was no 
mention of the word in the 
announcement, suggesting 
that some directors held out 
for Okonjo-Iweala, who 
spent more than two decades 
working at the Bank.

Oil prices drop after 
Iran nuclear talks 


LONDON (AFP) - Oil prices 
slipped on Monday after nu¬ 
clear talks over the weekend 
between major crude pro¬ 
ducer Iran and world powers 
eased concerns over Middle 
East supplies, analysts said. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in June fell $1.16 to 
stand at $120.05 in London 
midday deals. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate 
crude for May, dropped 32 
cents to $102.55 a barrel. 

"Oil has slipped after 'con¬ 
structive' talks between Iran 
and six of the world’s biggest 
economic superpowers," said 
IG Markets analysts Justin 
Harper. 

Saturday's nuclear talks be¬ 


tween officials from Iran and 
diplomats from the so-called 
P5+1 group comprising the 
United States, Russia, China, 
Britain, France and Germany 
have largely been described as 
"positive" by both sides. 

However Western officials 
have stressed that a great deal 
was expected of the Islamic 
republic at the next meeting 
in Baghdad on May 23. 

Meanwhile, a decline in 
the euro against other major 
currencies on renewed con¬ 
cerns about the eurozone's 
fiscal problems was also 
weighing on the crude mar¬ 
ket, analysts said. 

A weaker euro makes dol- 
lar-priced oil more expen¬ 
sive, dampening demand and 
pushing prices lower. 


Clinton, Petrobras chief discuss 
cooperation 


BRASILIA (AFP) - US Sec- 
retary of State Hillary Clinton 
and the head of Brazil's state- 
run oil giant Petrobras here 
Monday discussed US- 
Brazilian cooperation in 
deep-water oil exploration, 
US officials said. 

Clinton met in Brasilia 
with Petrobras Chief Execu¬ 
tive Officer Maria das Gracas 
Foster to "discuss opportuni¬ 
ties for US companies to 
work even more closely with 
Petrobras," a senior State De¬ 


partment official told re¬ 
porters. 

The chief US diplomat 
was joined by US Interior 
Secretary Kenneth Salazar in 
what the official called "eco¬ 
nomic statecraft." 

Petrobras is developing 
huge deep-water oil reserves 
off the Brazilian coast, which 
are estimated to hold 100 bil¬ 
lion barrels of high-grade 
crude. The reserves could turn 
Brazil into one of the world's 
top crude oil exporters. 


Walmart nominates Google 
star to board 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Walmart, a bastion of mass- 
market retailing, turned to 
one of the tech world's 
brightest female stars to beef 
up its board of directors 
Monday, nominating Google 
highflyer Marissa Mayer. 

Heralding a fresh focus on 
online and mobile retailing, 
Walmart said the 36-year-old 
Google vice president would 
bring technology and con¬ 
sumer expertise as Walmart 


looks to retool. 

Mayer's nomination, 
which will be considered at a 
June 1 shareholders meeting. 

Walmart became the 
world's largest retailer by 
slashing supply and overhead 
costs and passing much of 
those savings on to the con¬ 
sumer. 

It was an act that competi¬ 
tors, including mom and pop 
stores, found difficult to 
match.

LONDON (AFP) - Robin 
Gibb’s wife and youngest son 
were at his hospital bedside on 
Monday as the Bee Gees 
singer remained in a coma, 
having contracting pneumonia 
in his battle against cancer. 

Dwina Gibb and her son 
Robin-John were seen visiting 
the clinic in west London 
where the 62-year-old star is 
being treated. 

"Sadly the reports are true 
that Robin has contracted 
pneumonia and is in a coma. 
We are all hoping and praying 
that he will pull through," said 
a brief statement on Robin- 
Gibb.com. 

"This website is currently 


receiving an extraordinarily 
high volume of traffic and is 
temporarily unavailable. Sorry 
for any inconvenience." 

Vsitors were directed to 
Gibb’s Facebook page, where 
fans have been leaving mes¬ 
sages of support by the minute. 

Gibb had bowel surgery 18 
months ago for an unrelated 
condition but a tumour was 
found and he was diagnosed 
with cancer of the colon and 
the liver. 

The Bee Gees — twins 
Robin and the late Maurice 
Gibb and their elder brother 
Barry — are among the biggest- 
selling groups of all time. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
Twittersphere was alive Mon¬ 
day with discussion about an 
eye-popping performance by 
rapper Tupac Shakur at a US 
music festival — 16 years after 
he died. 

The vividly life-like holo¬ 
gram performance, which was 
in the top 10 trending topics on 
Twitter and mentioned at least 
40 times a minute, shocked 
some fans at the Coachella 
music and arts festival in 
Indio, California. 

Tupac, who was gunned 
down in 1996 in Las Vegas, 
appeared to rise from the stage, 


asking "What up, Coachella?" 
before being joined on stage by 
flesh-and-blood rap stars 
Snoop Dogg and Dr Dre. 

As fans looked on in disbe¬ 
lief, the bare-topped star, with 
pants sagging and neckchain 
swinging, then joined Snoop 
Dogg on "Come With Me," 
"Hail Mary" and "Gangsta 
Party" at the performance Sun¬ 
day. 

"That hologram form of 
tupac look sooooo real!!!!!!! 
Technology is a beast!" com¬ 
mented @iamPink_Lipss, 
while @Ayy Online added: 
"This is insane!!" 


A November 1994 attack on 
Shakur in New York triggered 
a rap war pitting West Coast 
rappers including Shakur 
against East Coast rivals rep¬ 
resented by superstar rapper 
Notorious B.I.G, whose real 
name was Christopher Wal¬ 
lace. 

Shakur was gunned down 
in Las Vegas in September 
1996 and Wallace was shot 
dead in Los Angeles six 
months later. Both murders re¬ 
main unsolved. 

The annual Coachella festi¬ 
val is being held over two 
weekends in Indio, east of Los 
Angeles. As well as the from- 
beyond-the-grave rap show, 
the first weekend also saw 
British bands Radiohead and 
Kaiser Chiefs take the stage.

United maintained their five- 
point lead over Manchester 
City in England while Cris- 
tiano Ronaldo and Lionel 
Messi notched-up their 41st 
goals of La Liga campaign. 

ENGLAND 

- Wayne Rooney fired Man¬ 
chester United five points clear 
as his double inspired a 4-0 
rout of Aston Villa at Old Traf- 
ford. 

Rooney opened the scoring 
with an early penalty and 
Danny Welbeck increased 
United's lead before half-time. 

England forward Rooney 
bagged his 31st goal of the 
season in the second half be¬ 
fore Nani's late goal sealed a 
crucial victory. 

Thanks to Rooney's brace, 
Sir Alex Ferguson's men were 
able to reestablish a significant 
lead over title rivals Manches¬ 
ter City with four games left to 
play. 

After their shock midweek 
defeat at Wigan, and City's 6- 
1 demolition of Norwich on 
Saturday, this was the perfect 
response from United. 

Carlos Tevez hit a hat-trick 
for City but manager Roberto 
Mancini still insists the title is 
United's to lose. 

In the FA Cup semi-finals at 
Wembley, Liverpool beat 
Everton 2-1 while Chelsea 
routed Tottenham 5-1. 

SPAIN 

- Cristiano Ronaldo and Li¬ 
onel Messi took their La Liga 
goals tally this season to a 
record-breaking 41 each. 

First, Ronaldo broke his 
own mark of last season by 
scoring in the 3-1 come-from- 
behind victory over Sporting 
Gijon. 

Later Saturday, Messi 
grabbed a brace as Barcelona 
also hit back from a goal down 
to defeat Levante 2-1 as the 
champions stayed four points 
behind Real with the mouth¬ 
watering, season-defining El 
Clasico to come next weekend. 

On a night of landmarks, 


Real's third goal was their 
107th of La Liga this season. 

It puts them level with John 
Toshack's Real Madrid team of 
the 1989-90 season with Jose 
Mourinho's side still having 
five matches to play. 

ITALY 

- All weekend football in 
Italy was called off following 
the death of Livorno mid¬ 
fielder Piermario Morosini. 

The 25-year-old, on loan 
from Serie A side Udinese, 
collapsed on the pitch during a 
second division game at 
Pescara and was later pro¬ 
nounced dead from a sus¬ 
pected heart attack in hospital. 

FRANCE 

- Paris Saint-Germain failed 
to capitalise on leaders Mont¬ 
pellier's slip-up against Lorient 
after conceding an 87th- 
minute goal to draw at bottom 
side Auxerre. 

With Montpellier having 
gone down 2-1 at Lorient ear¬ 
lier in the day, PSG were bid¬ 
ding to draw level on points at 
the top but Anthony Le Tallec's 
late equaliser left them two 
points behind Montpellier with 
six games to play. 

PSG forward Nene had 
scored in the 23rd minute 
when he steered the ball past 
Olivier Sorin to claim his 14th 
league goal of the campaign. 

GERMANY 

- Defending champions 
Borussia Dortmund put one 
hand on the German league 
title as their 2-1 win at Schalke 
left them eight points clear at 
the top with three games left. 

With second-placed Bayern 
Munich being held to a goal¬ 
less draw at home to Mainz, 
the Bavarians now have only a 
slender chance of denying 
Dortmund a second consecu¬ 
tive title. 

Schalke took the lead when 
Peru forward Jefferson Farfan 
blasted his shot home from the 
edge of the penalty area with 
just nine minutes on the clock. 

But the champions roared 
back as Poland defender 


Lukasz Piszczek drilled home 
the equaliser from a seemingly 
impossible angle on 17 min¬ 
utes. Dortmund captain Sebas¬ 
tian Kehl then scored the 
winner on 63 minutes. 

NETHERLANDS 

- Ajax went six points clear 
after a 3-1 win over De Graaf- 
schap while second-placed 
Alkmaar slumped to a 3-2 loss 
at PSV Eindhoven. 

PORTUGAL 

- Benfica won a fourth suc¬ 
cessive Portuguese League 
Cup with a 2-1 win over Gil 
Vicente. Rodrigo gave Benfica 
a 30th-minute lead, but Gil 
levelled through Ze Luis after 
78 minutes. 

Substitute Javier Saviola 
grabbed the winner seven min¬ 
utes from time. 

Teamwork 
key to halt 
Ronaldo^ 
says Lahm 

MUNICH (AFP) - Bayern Mu¬ 
nich captain Philipp Lahm has 
insisted only good team work 
will help his team halt Real 
Madrid's record goal-scorer 
Cristiano Ronaldo in today’s 
Champions League semi-final. 

Real warmed up for the first 
leg in Munich with a 3-1 win 
over Spanish league strugglers 
Sporting Gijon on Saturday 
when Ronaldo scored his 41st 
league goal of the season. 

It is a record achievement 
currently matched only by 
Barcelona's Lionel Messi. 

Ronaldo also netted his 
100th Spanish league goal in 
Madrid's 5-1 win over Real So- 
ciedad last month, making him 
the quickest Real player to 
reach his century in 92 games. 

He broke Ferenc Puskas' 
previous mark of 105 matches 
which the legendary Hungarian 
wing set in the 1960s. 

Portugal star Ronaldo has 
scored 59 times in 55 games for 
club and country this season, 
but Lahm says taking on a 
player of his stature and repu¬ 
tation is something for any pro¬ 
fessional footballer to relish. 

The Bayern right-back will 
be tasked with containing 
Ronaldo down his flank, but 
the 28-year-old German insists 
it will be a team effort. 

Bayern have never been 
beaten by Real Madrid in Mu¬ 
nich in their nine previous 
meetings in the Bavarian capi¬ 
tal, but Lahm says history will 
count for nothing come kick¬ 
off.

NBAs Bulls outlast 
stubborn Pistons 
in OT 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Derrick 
Rose scored 24 points, in¬ 
cluding a 3-pointer to force 
the game into overtime, and 
Joakim Noah added 20 points 
and 17 rebounds as the NBA- 
leading Chicago Bulls de¬ 
feated Detroit 100-94 on 
Sunday. 

Rodney Stuckey, who 
scored a game-high 32 points 
for Detroit, missed three free 
throws late in the fourth quar¬ 
ter to keep Chicago within 
reach and Rose hit a 3-pointer 
with six seconds left to send 
the game into an extra period. 

Noah dominated in over¬ 
time with baskets and assists, 
and Chicago closed the game 
with a 12-5 run for the vic¬ 
tory, improving their NBA- 
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best record to 46-14 while the 
Pistons, eliminated from the 
playoffs, fell to 22-38. 

Only Miami can deny the 
Bulls the best regular-season 
record in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence and only the Heat, San 
Antonio and Oklahoma City 
can stop the Bulls from hav¬ 
ing the best overall record 
and a home-court edge 
throughout the playoffs. 

A Noah tip-in and assist on 
a Carlos Boozer layup put the 
Bulls ahead 92-89 in over¬ 
time before Stuckey drove 
for a layup to pull Detroit 
within 92-91 with 1:43 to 
play. 

Chicago’s Kyle Korver hit 
a 3-pointer off a pass from 
Noah to put the Bulls ahead 
95-91 with 85 seconds to 
play and Noah followed with 
a layup for a 97-91 Bulls' 
edge with 29 seconds remain¬ 
ing. 

Stuckey followed with a 3- 
pointer for Detroit eight sec¬ 
onds later, but the Bulls — 
unlike Stuckey — sank three 
free throws in the final sec¬ 
onds to secure the triumph. 

Stuckey made only l-of-2 
free throws to break a tie at 
81-81 in the fourth quarter 
and teammate Greg Monroe's 
layup with 1:11 remaining to 
give the Pistons an 84-81 
lead. 

Boozer answered with a 
baseline jumper for Chicago 
just 15 seconds later to lift the 
Bulls within 84-83, and 
Tayshaun Prince and Monroe 
missed shots before Chicago 
rebounded with 34 seconds 
remaining. 

Two fouls by Rose on 
Stuckey to stop the clock saw 
Stuckey make only l-of-2 
from the line each time, leav¬ 
ing Detroit ahead only 86-83 
and Chicago close enough to 
equalize, which they did on 
Rose's clutch 3-pointer.

Defending men's champion 
Geoffrey Mutai, a Kenyan 
who ran the fastest marathon 
ever clocked last year at 
Boston and went on to win at 
New York as well, dropped 
out after 30 kilometers due to 
cramping. 

Mutai won last year in a 
stunning 2:03:02 and fol¬ 
lowed up with a New York 
Marathon triumph in record 
time, but his Boston time was 
not recognized as a world 
record because the Boston 
course lacks proper change in 
elevation and has different 


starting and finishing areas to 
satisfy IAAF regulations. 

Matebo, who won 
marathon titles in 2010 at 
Brussels and 2011 at 
Barcelona, seized the men's 
lead after nine miles and 
stayed with the lead group 
until, one by one, his rivals 
fell back. 

Matebo pushed past 
Matthew Kisorio at Heart¬ 
break Hill and stretched his 
lead to 17 seconds by mile 
22, only to see Korir close on 
him in mile 24. 

After a brief pass, Matebo 


fought back into the lead only 
to see Korir charge ahead for 
good with a sizzling closing 
effort. 

Kenya's Caroline Kilel, 
trying to become the first 
woman to defend a Boston 
Marathon crown since 
Catherine Ndereba in 2005, 
led early and kept a slow pace 
until Cherop began pushing 
the pace at mile 18. 

By mile 21, Cherop was 
joined by Sumgong and 
Rono, setting the stage for the 
second-closest margin in 
Boston women's history. 

Canada's Joshua Cassidy 
set the fastest time ever 
clocked to win the men's 
wheelchair title in 1:18:25, 
two seconds under the old 
mark set in 2004 at Boston by 
South African Ernst Van Dyk. 

Cassidy was the first 
Canadian to win the men's 
wheelchair title since Andre 
Viger in 1987. 

American Shirley Reilly 
won the women's wheelchair 
crown in 1:37:36, edging 
2011 winner Wakako 
Tsuchida of Japan by one sec¬ 
ond. 






























Autopsy 
fails to 
determine 
cause of 
Morosini 
death 



ROME (AFP) - Six hours of 
autopsy on Monday failed to 
produce an answer as to 
what caused the death of 
Livorno footballer Piermario 
Morosini, who collapsed and 
died during a match on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Dr Cristian D'Ovidio said 
following the autopsy that 
more tests would be needed 
to find an exact cause of 
death. 

"There is no evidence to 
the naked eye that allows us 
to determine what caused 
this lad's death," he said. 

"Now we need to make 
more tests, including a toxi¬ 
cology report." 

Morosini collapsed dur¬ 
ing Saturday's Serie B match 
at Pescara before being 
rushed to hospital, where he 
was later pronounced dead. 

His heart had stopped 
beating on the pitch and doc¬ 
tors failed to resuscitate him. 
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Kenyans Korir, Cherop win Boston Marathon 
titles 


BOSTON (AFP) - Kenya's 
Wesley Korir and Sharon 
Cherop won titles at the 
116th Boston Marathon on 
Monday in heat that slowed 
the pace of world-class racers 
trying to impress Olympic se¬ 
lectors. 

Korir captured the slowest 
men's race since 2007 and 
second-slowest since 1985 in 
an official time of 2hr 12min 
40sec, closing in the final 
mile to pass countryman 


Levy Matebo for the triumph. 

"This was amazing," Korir 
said. "I'm very happy to win 
here." 

Matebo settled for second 
in 2:13:06, seven seconds 
ahead of third-place Bernard 
Kipyego of Kenya, with 
American Jason Hartmann 
fourth in 2:14:31. 

Cherop led a Kenyan 
women's podium sweep as 
well, winning in 2:31:50 to 
edge Jemima Jelagat Sum- 


gong by two seconds, with 
Georgina Rono third in 
2:33:09. Ethiopia's Firehiwot 
Dado was fourth in 2:34:56. 

"The first half was slow 
but then we sped up," Cherop 
said. "It was very difficult." 

The race gave top runners 
a chance to impress their 
homeland Olympic selection 
committees with barely three 
months to go before the Lon¬ 
don Games. 

Korir, 29, was well off the 


personal best of 2:06:15 he 
set in finishing second to 
compatriot Moses Mosop in 
last year's Chicago Marathon. 

The two-time Los Angeles 
Marathon winner is living in 
the United States and seeking 
US citizenship. 

He is married to Canadian 
runner Tarah McKay and 
their daughter McKayLA's 
name combines his wife's 
maiden name with LA for his 
wins there. 


Cherop, 28, was third last 
year at Boston in 2:22:42 and 
shaved three seconds off that 
time last January at Dubai for 
a new personal best. She col¬ 
lected prior marathon tri¬ 
umphs at Hamburg and 
Toronto in 2010. 

Organizers had warned 
novice marathoners not to 
race over concerns about heat 
but a field of 22,426 started 
the 26.2-mile journey from 
26,716 original entrants.
